HISTORY 


Houſe of Orange. 


HE Family of Naſhu, from whom our Gra- 

[ ciow Soveraigo 15 deicended, is nat undeicgs 
yedly accounted one of tie moſt Antient and Ho- 
nourable in Europe, not only for 1ts great Alliances 
and Branches, but alfo by the Advancement of one 
of this Houle to rhe Empire of Germany, Adolphus 
Naſſau by name about the Year 1209, and that there 
has been a Succeſſion of the Family 1a adire& Line for 
adove 2 thouſand years pait, and zmong them, 

OTHO Count of Nafſau, who lived abour fix hun- 
dred years fince, and had two Wives; with the firit 
Gf whom he had the Province of Gueldres, and with: 
the other that of Zurphen. Abour three hungred years, 
aſter a ſecona Count 

OTHO of Nafau married the Coumeſs of Vranden,. 
whereby he became pofleſt of ſeveral other Territo-- 
ries in the Netherlands. In the Year 1404. 

Engibert who was his Grandchiſd married the 
Heireſs of th:To:vn of Breda and Lozke,and was Grand- 
father to 

Engilbert 2d Earl of Naſſau, who in 1491. was by. 
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2 The Hiflory of the 
Maximilian King of the Romans, going into Hungary, 
1made Governour, Lieutenanc and Captain General of 
Efanders, and afterwards in 1501. Arch-Duke Philip 
porng 1ato Spain, conſticuted him Goyernour General 
of the Netherlands, an exyertenced Prince both 1n 
War and Peace, bur dying Childlcfs, left his Brother 
fohn his large Territories ; this John had tivo Sons, 
upon Henry the eldeft he beſtowed all his-Poſſefioris 
iv the Low- Countries, and to his youngeſt Son W1l- 
liam he bequeathed all his Inhericance 1n Germany ; 
Ry the earneſt Ende1vours of Henry Naſſau, Charles 
the 5th ras advanced to the Empire, againft the pre- 
cenfions of Francis I. the French Kiog, and ar his 
Coronation placed the Crown on his Head 3 And yet 
when upon concluJiny Peace between theſe two Mo- 
narchs, Henry was ſent by theEmpcror to doHomage to 
}:42g francis for the County of Flanders and Artols, 
emer Prince forgetting former differences, and being - 
taily ſeofible of his extraordinary Merits, married htm 
to Claudia, only-Sifter to Philibere Chalon Prinee cf 
Orarge, by which Marriage his only Son Revens of 
Orznze and Chalons, became Prince of Orange. 

\il1zm E rl of Naſſau Brother ro Price Henry 
prot: fied the Prote'tant Religion, and expell'd Popery 
out of his Territories, and was Father to the great 
William of Naflau, who atiatned ro be Prince of 
Orange, and Lord of all che Poſſeflions of the Houſe 
of Cliizns by the Laſt Will of Revens de Naſſau who 
died Childleſs, 

The E naperor Charles the 5h having a favour for 
the Houſe of Orange, and received preart ſcrvices from 
them, was concerned that the yourg Prince William 
ſt2uld be educated In the Reformed Religion, and 
therefore taok him, with much regret from his Father, 
an4 endeavoured ro inſtruct him 1n the Romiſh Faith, 
bur afterward che former Opinions, which he had 
fuckt in with his Mothers Milk, prevziled upon him, 


that he became an earneſt Protcfior of Proteſtan-

William Counc of Naiſau Is Father had five Sons 
and ſeven Daughrers by Juiiana Counteſs of Stolberg; 

WILLIAM the eldeft was horn 1n 1533. at the 
Caſtle of D liemberg in the. County of Natlau, aud 
be'n2 taken trom his Father by the Emperor Charles, 
as we faid, he became a great Favourite by his &X- 
traordjiuary Wiſdom and Modeſty, fo that the Em- 
eror confeft this your Prince often ſurnifht him with 
rotions and hints he ſhould elſe ever have thought 
of, and upon giving of private Augtences ro Ambaſte 
dors when the Prince wovld difcrcerly ofter to with- 
dr:w, the Emneror mildly remanded him, faving, 
$7uy Printt, and it was admired by tize whole Courr, 
thar a Frince not above txenty years old, ſhould be 
incrufted with all the Secrets of the Empire, and carry 
the Imperial Crown upon his refignacion, to his Bro» 
ter Ferdinand, though che Prince with ſome relu- 
&ancy ſeemed toretuſe the Impioymemt, by alledping, 
That it was no ways proper for him to carry to ance 
rher that Crown whit hy Uncie Henry of Naſſau had 
ſer upon his Head. Y-a the Emperor had ſo much 
confideace in his ConduR, tha: in the abſcnce of the 
D, of Savoy his Genera! of the Low Countries, 
though rhe Prince were nor ahove 22 years old, cr 
contrary to the Advice of all his Council, rejecting ail 
cther cxpertenc'd Gererals, he conſticrured him Ge- 
gerai:ſhmo, who managed that great lmploy with fuch 
d1icretion and courage, that Fe cauſed Fhilipviile and 
Charlemont to he builr in the Hghr of the French Ar- 
my, which was then commanded by Admnal Caitilion 
thac great Caprain, 

Theſe Magnanimous a&ions cauſed the *'Empercr 
to recommend the Prince of Orage to Philip It. his 
Son, but his Virtue and Courage were ſo emulated by 
the Spaniards, that all his moit innocent words and 
ations were mifinterpreted, and rhe oppoſition thar 
the Provinces made rorhe Kings Will and Fleature in 
detcnce of their Priviledges were attributed to his 
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: The Hifory of the 
& contrivance ; which King Philip made him ſenſible of 
| when he was imbarking from Flufhing for Spain, 
| charging him with preventingall his private Intripues, 


E witha furious countenance; And when the Prince 


# mildly replycd, that all had heer done by the morion

| wriſt rcplyed ? No, nt the States, but-Yos, Tou, You, are

which was much 1ncreaſed when the Stares ( who 
much dreaded the Spaniſh infolency, ) in a tail Aﬀemn-

But the Governeſs being very zealous for ſerling the: 
Inquifition and the new Biſhops, aout 450 Gentle- 
men with Prince Lewis of Nafſaw in the h:ad of thern, 
and ſeveral other Nobles ; preſented a Peti:ion againit 
It, and were thoſe, who were afterward cailed Guefe 
or Beggars, ſo Nick-named !for their plain apparel by 
Count Barlemont 4 Favourice to the Durcheſs ; which 
though given in ſcorn, did much advance the Confede-- 
racy that followed and ſtrengthened he Prince of O« 
ranges Party: For their Perition being abſolutely re» 
je&ed; theſe Genclemen cauſed Medals ro bs made 
with the Kings Pure on one ſide, and a B-ggars Diſh 
and Waller on the other; with this Inicripricn ?

Landing of the Spaniards in tt e Neitherlans, fince by 
Immrercepted Letters they plainly diſcovered the defign 
was to ruine and deſtroy them. Bur Coant Egmonrt 
Governour of Flanders and Artois 'oppoſed it, and 
being confident of his own good. ſervices, advifed 
them to rely upon the Kings Clemency and Mercy 
To which the Prince of Ornge reply'd, ** That thc 
* Kings Mercy upon which he truffed would be his 
« ruine, and that the Spaniards would make a Bridge 
« of him to come into the Low Countries, and then 
« break him. At which words imbracingthe Count as 
as if foreſeeing they ſhould never meet again, they 
paried with Tears in their Eyes: The Prince inſtantly 
went with his Family to his Town of Breda, only he 
lefc his Eldeft Son Philip to Study in Lovain, and af- 
rr that to Dillemberg: the Ancient ſeat of the Na(ſ- 
ſaws. 

Soon after the Duke of Alva with an Army of old 
Spaniſh and Italian Souldiers came into the Nether- 
lands, and Count Egmont waiting upon him, he ſaid 
aloud; Behold the great Lutheran : Yertthe Count took 
no notice of ir, but preſented him with two fine Horſ- 
cs. The Duke being arrived at Bruſſels produced his 
Commiſſion, whereby he was made abſolute Gover- 
nour in ail Cauſes whatſoever : He then diſmiſt the 
Afembly of the States, and confiitured a Court of 
Twelve Men, who were to inſpe& into the Troubles , 
They ſoon impriſon'd a great Bumber of People of all 
Degrees and Qualities, and 18. Lords and Gentle. 
men were put to death at Brufſcls, and the Counts 
Egmonrt and Horn impriſoned, and ſoon after be- 
headed in the Market place of that City ; the firſt be- 
wg much piried by the people for his tond credu'ity, 
who rej2iced ar” the ſafety of the Prince of Orange : 
And Cardinal Granville who was then at Rome, hear-. 
ing of theſe proceedings, asked the Meſſenger, whe- 
ther the Duke had taken Si{znce, which was a name 
given to the Prince for ſecrecy and tew words ; cas

replying no.; * Nay fays Granvilte, 1* that Fiſh has 
« eſcapt the Net, The Duke of Alva's draught is nv-

The Cruel and Barbarous proceedings of this ger 
Governour cauſed a great many to leave the Countrey, 
who were ſummoned to appear betore the bloody 
Council of Twelve art a certainday,and upon their retus 
fal all{their Eftates wereConfiſcated; Among others the 
Prince of Orange, Count Culenburgh and other Lords 
were cited ; The Prince refuſed, alledging, « That 
« being of- the Order of the Golden Fleece, he could 
« not be judged by any bur the King and the Compa- 
* nions of that Order, He likewiſe appealed to the- 


Emperor Maximilian, brother to King Philip, and- {! 


other German Princes, imploring their aid, who ap» 
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proved of his reaſons, and declared their diſlike of- 


the proceedings of the Duke of Alva: The time for- 


the Princes appearing being expired, his Principait- 
ries-were all declared to be forfeired, a Spaniſh Garri- 


fon was put into Breda, and his Eldeft Son Philip.- 


William was ſent to Spain to be educated in the Re-- 
man Religion, and alſo for an Hoſtage for his Father. ]. 


And thus King Philip by theſe curſed Counſels, and. . 


the Rigorous uſage of his SubjeRs, was himſcif the 
occaſion of the loſs of the United Netherlands; who 
finding all their Priviledges violated and their utter 


extirpation {derermined, they reſolved. ro throw off. 


this intolerable yoak and afrerwaras: in ſome of their 
Enfigas had this Motto; 1+ will ticher recover our Liber- 
ries or periſh in tht Attempt.

Alva purſuing him, fell upon him juſt at the time 
when the Germans were all in a mutiny for their 
pay who rather choſe to be miſerably .flain than 
to defend themſelves, fo that fix thouſand were killed. 
or drowned, Adolphus hardly making his eſcape. 

The Prince nothing diſcouraged ar this misfortune,. 


raiſed another Army of Twenty eight thouſand French- | 


and Germans, and publiſhed a Declaration wherein 
he cleared his Innocence of thoſe crimes objeRed 
a: aint him, charging the Duke and the Council of 


Bloud with the Cauſes of the War, and then paſſing. * 


the Rhyne by tying his Horſes togerker to break the 
force of the River, the Foot arrived filently io the 
night to the other Shore, which fo ſurprized that Duke 
of Alva, that he would not believe it at firſt, ſa: ing, 
$4u7t 10.40 36; think them an Army of Birds. Arriving thus 
qnro Brabant, he offered Alva Bartel, which the other 
declined 5 fo that after 29 ſeveral attempts ro enjage 
kim to a Combate, and the Ciry's not revolting to the

ready to mutiny for want of Pay, 1t was thought ad- 
viſead!e to diſa:iſs his Army, paying part of their Ar- 
rcas by the: ſale of his Plate, Artillery and Baggage, 
and enz2zing his Princpality of Orange to- his chief 
©fficcrs for the retaamder; yet before their difſband- 
wg hc routed <ighreen Companies of the Enemics 
F oor, aid three hundre@Horle of the Spaniards neay 
Cambray, mett of the Commanders being taken Prj- 
{ogers, aud che Duke of Alya's Syn lain, After 
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After this with only 1200 Horſe the Prince and his 
two Brothers went into France to the Aſliftance of the 
Proteſtants againſt rhe Duke of Guize and his Partj- 
fans, where he was very ſucceſsful in ſeveral Encoun- 
ters, and ar length by the Advice of the great Admi- 
ral Coligni he gave out Commiſlions to ſeveral Perſons 
of Qualitv, Fugitives of the Low Countries to infeſt 
the Spaniards by Sea, by which means he ſoon became 
Maſter of all Holland and Zealand. The Germans 
being driven out of the Netherlands, the D. of Alva, as 
if he had conſpired to loſe theſe Countries, inſtantly 
levied new Taxes, even the Tenths of all Goods and 
Eſtates, which fo inraged the People that were already 
near ruined by the War, that upon the Privateers 
(who were ſent abroad by the Princes Commiſſion} 
raking the Town of Brill, a Port in Zealand, eight Ci- 
ries in Holland, and all the Cities 1n Zealand except 


( Middleburgh, declared for the Prince of Orange, and 


Fluſhing, a confiderable City, being animated by the 
Prieſt ar Maſs on Eafter day in the Morning, turned 
out the Spaniſh Garriſons in ſuch fury that they hang'd 
Alvarez Kinſman to the Duke of Alva. And William 
Count of Bergen at the ſame time took ſeveral other 
Towns in Friezeland, and which moſt aituaiſht Alya, 
Lewis of Naffau, by the Aſſiſtance of the Freuch, took 
Mons the ci:iei City of Heynaulr. ; 

Mean while the Prince of Orange with an Army of 
11000 Foot, and 6c00 Horſe marches to Lsvain, which 
preſented him with 16000 Crowns, ard was received 
no Mechlin, and from thence comes within ffght of 
Alva's Army, which was ſtropgly fortified, yer' the 
Prince,refolyed co force his Intrenchments, or- oblige 
him to a Bartel, which whilft he was conſulting he re- 
ceived Advice of the horrid Maflacre at Paris, where 
he loft the Admiral Chaftillon, and many other of his 
deareſt Friends, together with all hopes of any more 
Relief from France, ſo that nor beivg able to oblige 
the Duke toa Bacel, and doubring the French Com. 
manders 


IQ The Hiſtory of the 
manders who were his chief ſtrength ſhould deſert 
him upon News of the bloody Maſſacre, he writ to his 
Brother Lewis to make Terms for delivering up Mons 
thzn beſieged by Alva; and then with flow Marches 
retreated to the Rhyne, yet with ſome loſs and danger, 
for a Detarchment of Spaniſh Horſe and Foor, break- - 
ing into his Camp in the night, kill d and burnt all be- 
fore them as far as his own Tent where he was faſt 
aſleep; but a little Dog which uvg'd to lie on his Bed, 
neyer left barking and ſcratching his face till he had- 
waked him, ſo that leaping our of his-Bed, and pers 
ceiving the peril he was in, ke haftened to his Men; 
who were now coming to his Reſcue, and fell up 
the Spaniards fo furiouſly, that moſt of the Party,whic 
were about athouſand Horſe and Foot were cut off in 
their retreat, 

After which the Prince 'diſmifled his Army and 
came into Holland ; theſe States with thoſe of Zealand 
having already acknowledged him for their Gover- 
nour, and taken an Oath to fland by' him with 
their Liyes and Fortunes, 

But though the Prince had the full power of the 
Government in his own hands, yet he aRed all 
matters in the name of the States, and by his extream 
dilligence in four months rime he had provided a 
Fleer of 150 Sail well Rigged and Manned in the Port 
of Fluſhiog 3 who for ren years after did unſpeak- 
able damage to the Spaniards, and were never bur 
once worſted by them, He likewiſe baniſhed all Ro- 
miſh ſuperſi1cions our of the Churches, rhat difference 
in Religion might render them more irrecorcilcable 
to their old Adverfary. 

But the Duke of Alya having retaken Mons, ſent his 
Son to reduce ſome other Cities-in Holland, and Guel- 
derland, and becauſe the Town of Hacrlem had for- 
merly received the Prince of Orange after the Duke 
had reduced it by Famine whereof near thirteen thou- 
facd died, he made a dreadful example of this ve:

the Spaniards firſt hanging the Governour, and for 
ſeveral days togerher hanging and drowning the Mt- 
niſters, Magiſtrates, and People of the City, to the 
number of near two thouſand, which butcheries made 
the Hollanders to be fill more reſolved and obſtinate 
apainſt rhem 3; ſo that the other Towns made a more 
Vieorous defence, for fear of falling into the hands of 
ſuch cruel bloed hounds. Soon aijter the Duke of Ak 
va was recalled our of the Netherlands, and Lowis 
Requiefens of a milder temper was ſent to ſucceed 
him. * King Philip now finding rhat Rigor and Barba. 
rity did but inrage the Netherlanders, and made 
them more averſe to his Government : This new Go« 
vernour had the fortune at his arrival to be an eyes 
witneſs of the deſear of his Maſters Fleet, by that of 
the Prince of Orange ; but yet was more fortunate by 
Land, for Prince Lowis of Nafſaw having brought a 
fourth Army out of Germany of ſeven thouſand Foot 
and four thouſond Horſe, was defeated by the Spani-. 
ards near Nimmeguen, the Germans according to 
their uſual cuſtom calling for their pay juſt as the battle 
began, and thereby were the ruine of themſelves, as 
well as of their Genera's honour ; Prince Lowis with 
his brother Prince Henry and. the Count Palatine 
being all three killed in this fight, Upon which Vic- 
rory the Spaniards befieged Leyden, and reduced ir 
to very great extremity, ſo. that they were ready to 
Capitulate : But the Prince ;baving- an account of 
their condition, by Letters tyed tro Pigeons aud ſent 
into the -Town : Reſolyed to make the urmoſt effare 
poſlible to relieve it; and having provided two hun- 
dred Flat botrom Boartes of fourteen cr.ſ1xreen Oars, 
and two Guns a piece, which he filled with Seamen 
and Proviſions, when all things were prepared the 
Hoſlanders broke down the. Damm thar kept out the 
Sea, which thereupon entred with ſuch fury into the 
Countrey, that it was. overwhelmed with water, and 
and the Camp of the Spaniards was —

ter, and the Spaniards having ſunk their Cannon af. 
ter four months fruitleſs labour, were forced to raiſe 
the Seige, being purſued by the Dutch in their Boats 
with long grapling Irons, wherewith they drowned 
and deſtroyed a great number of their enemies. 
This deliverance from a Barbarous and Inhumane 
Enemy endeared the Prince of Orange to thoſe of 
Leyden, who to recompence their lofſes by the inun- 
dation, creed a Univerſity there, which he indowed 
with ample Revenues and Priviledges. . 

Bur to recompence this loſs, Requeſones reduced 
Zarich-zee 3 but the Spaniards and Germans falling 
at variance, about. their pay, and Requeſones dying 
at the ſame time, the unruly Souldiers fell upon Ma- 
riccht and Antwerp, both which Towns they plun- 
dred and ranfackt of an immenſe Treaſure, rated at 
aboye Twenty Millions. The Robberies of thoſe 
ForreignMurineers cauſed ſuch an abhorrence and dee 
teſtation of the Government in the People, that thoſe 
which had hicherco continued obedient to the Spaniſh 
Government, now declared the Spaniards enemies to 


their -King and Countrey, and called in the Prince of 


Orange to their aſſiſtance : All the Provinces, except 
Luxemburg enrring into” an Aﬀociatior, and folemnly 
Swearing to affift each other in delivering their Coun= 
wrey from Spaniſh Slavery. - This happened in 1 576. 
when Ring Philip to remedy theſe diforders ſenc Don 
John of. Auſtria, to be Governour of the Netherlands, 
who by his Mild and Afﬀable behaviour wheedled the 
Provinces for a time to deſiſt from their gallant refolu- 
tion; and though the Prince of Orange, who {wv the 
bottom of the Spantards deſigns,i continually fore- 
warned them not to be deluded with guilded promiſ- 
es, yer Don John having ſolemnly agreed Thar the 
Scates General thould aſſemble, and rhat the Spani- 
ards and Germans ſhould depart out of the Nether-

king 
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King Philip 3 the Prince of Orange with the States of 
Holland and Zealand proteſting againſt their pro cee de 
ings, eſpecially as ro the Articles about Religion : Bur 
Bon John. way no ſooner ſetled wn his Governmeor, 
being received 'with much magnificence ar Bruſieb, 
bur he quickly mae good the Princes Premonit!ons, 
for he lerzed upon Namur and Charlemont, and (ent 
icr the Ferreign Troops, Whereupon the Srates 
finding themſelves deluded, they reſo;ved ro oppoſe 
him by Arms, and having demoliſhed the Caſile of 


Awwerp, they joyned with the Prince of Orange, and 


ſent co defire his preſence at Brufle's, where he was 
received with all kinds of Joy, and the Acclamia- 
tions of thePcople,and declared Governour of Brabant, 
and Super-!nrendant of the Revenues of we Pro- 
VINCes. 

The Srares General having gGeclared Don John of 


. Auſtria the publick Enemy of their Countreyhe there- 


upon reca!l'd the Itatians and other Forreigners, who 
were baniſhed. by the perperua] Edift,as it was called, 
and with them defeated the Army of the Stares at 
Gemblours, rhough this loſs was recompenſed , by the 


- ſurrender of che tamous Ciry of Amfterdam ejght days 


after, which was then united to the Body of Holland, 

In rhe year 1579. the Prince of Orznge laid the 
Foundation of the Republick of the Low- Countreys by 
the ftrit Unjon he made between the Provinces of 
Gueldres, Zutphen, Holland, Zealand, Friezeland, 
and the Ommelands, confifting cf 25 Arncles, the 
chief whereof was, © That theſe Provinces ſhould mu- 


; © tually afli!t each other againſt the cemmon Enemy, 


& and nor treat of War or Peace without general con» 
* ſent: This was called, The Treaty of Utrecht, becauſe 
ſigned 1n thar City; and to ſhew that Union was abſo- 
lucely neceſſary for their preſervation, the States took 
ris for rheir Motto, Concordia parte ves Cſcunt; By 
Concord little things grow great. But the Prince find- 
mg the power of theſe few Proyinces not ſufficient ro 
cefend:

This Agr ecme':: bh 1g made, Arch-Duke Matthias 
Brother to Rodninfius Emperor of Germany, who had 
been ſent ivr,fome crime before by ſome facious Lords, 
(who cnvied the Virtue and Glory of the Prince of 
Orange) finding that che States fougit for a more 
poweriul Protector, took his leave and recired 1nt9 
Gerinany, thoup:: nor withour large Acknowledgment 
and Preſears from th: Scrares General, The Prince of 
Orange haſtened tiiz March of the Duke of Alenſon, 
whoſe preſe te he kaew was very conſiderable, efpe- 
ctallv fine in this year 1535, the King of Spain hai 
Publ:ſh-d a moſt hla1dyProferiprion againſt him, * Re. 
* preaching him with the favours beftoived on him 
$ by his Farhier Charles e2e V, and declaring him to 
the 2 Revel, Heretice, Hypocrite, lize to Cain and 
© Judas, of an obdurate Conſcience, a Villain, the Head

The Prince of Orange madea very fmart Apology 
in anſiver hereunto, where1n he. fully vindicates him- 
ſelf from all the Crimes objeRed againſt him, proving 
at large, © That all the Miſeries of the Netherlands 
© ought to be imputed to the Council of Spain, who ett 
© dzavourcd to reduce thoſe Countreys to abſolute Sia- 
© rerv,both as to Religion and Civil Liberties, and ate 
© ing more like Mad-men than Politicians, and like thar 
© fooliſh King Rehoboam, following the filly Advice of 
© a weak Woman, and Cardinal Granval the Pope's 
© Creature relling che King, Fhat his Father had cha- 
tfirzed the People with Whips, but the Son ought ro 
* whip them wich Scorpions, aud therejore they cn» 
© deavoured to bring in the Inquiſition, and the new 
© Biſhops which were the occat1on of all theſe commo- 
© tzons. And as to his taking Arms againft his Soves- 
* raign, he ſheweth, that Henry Baſtard of Caſtile, 
* the King's grear Grandfather, had with his own hands 
© flainthe King Don Pedro the Crue}, his lawful Bro- 
© rher, an4 pofſett his Kingdom, whofe Succeſſor King 
« Philip was, and enjoyed tt ro: this day. And that 
* there was a Reciprocal Bond between. a Prince 
© and a Subje&, and 1t the Prince infringes his Oath, 
* the SubjcR is freed from his Allegiance, that the King 
* of Spain was admicted to be Duke of Brabant upon 

* CECtan! 
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© e@tain conditions which he had ſworn to maintain, 
*and yet had notoriouſly violated ; and if the Nobility 
* did norerdeavour by Arms (fince no other means 
* was to be found) to preſerve and defend thejr Li- 
© herries, they ought to be accounted guilty of Perjury, 
* Treachery and Rebellion to the States of the Coun= 
*trey. And whereas the Kiog had offered Money to 
* tzke aray his Life, he did not doubt, of Gori's proe 
* retion, yet certainly he could never be accounted a 
*Gentleman by Perſons of Honour, who would be fo 
* wicked and 1Þfamous to ;urder a Man for Money, 
©cxXcept they were ſuch Spaniards, who being deſcend- 
* ed from the Mores and Jews, might retain that qua® 
©lity from their Anceftors who offered Money to Judas 
© to betray our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chrift into 
$ chejr hands, that they might crucifie hum. 

The Prince concluded his Apology by telling the

© lay down |: life to free them fromthe Calamines un- 
© der which they ſuftzred, having alrcady for their 
* ſakes loſt his Eflate, kis Brethren, yea and his own 
* Son, and that his Read, over which no Prince or Po- 
© tentate on Earth had any power, was yet 2? their 
£ command, ard that he would be a willing Sacrifice 
© ro procure their Tranquillity : But if they thought 
© fig ſtil] co uſe his Service, he woul1 employ his Lite, 
© Counſel, and all he had in the World for the de- 

© fence and preſervation of the Netherlands. 
fo anſwer to this the States declare, Fhat they are 
fully ſarisfied that the Crimes aud Slanders charged 
upon the Prince are altogether falſe and malicious, and 
that all rhe Honours that had been conferred on him 
were ſo far from being ſought for or deſired by hinn, 
that he only accepted them at their earneſt requeſt and 
intreaty, with the full conſent, and by the free EleQion 
of the Countrey, and therefore they humbly intreated 
him ſtill ro continue his Adminiſtration, ard hkewiſe

The Duke of Anjou having been in England ro mAe 
a Viſit to Q. Elizabeth, returned again to Antwerp, 
afrer three months ſplendid Entertainment 1o the 
Engliſh Court, the Queen at his departure earneſtly 
' recommending to him to govern the People with mild- 
nefs, and to endeavour to gain their AﬀeRions, which 
would be the moſt durable Foundation that he could 
lay for the ſecurity of his Government. The Duke 
was received at Antwerp with all kind of Magnifi- 
cence, being made Duke of Brabant with much ſo- 
lemniry, and having taken an Oath to proteſt and de- 
fend them in all their Rights, afterward the Nobility 
and Gentry ſwore Allegiance to him as their Prince 
and Governour, 
S9an after a Plot was laid to kill the Prince of 
Orange, which was thus managed ; Gaſpar de Anaſtro

- thought might again retrieve his cred, he conſulted 


with the Governour of Gravelin how ro put this FaR in 
execution, and at length concluded to imploy a 
wicked Boy he had called Joanille to perpetrate ir, 
who no ſooner was acquainted with ir, but he readily 
undertook it. The day appointed for this execrable 
deed was on a Sunday, when the Duke of Arjou ma- 
king a great Feaſt, the Prince of Orange was preſent, 
the Boy accordingly came to the houſe, where he was 
conteſt by a Jacobin Fyrer, and promiſed the pardon 
of all his fins, the Prieſt likewiſe deludivg him, and 
ſaying, that he ſhould go inviſible, having given him 
ſome CharaRers in Papers with Frogs Bones and other 
Trifles that were found in his pocket, Being thus 
ſtrengthened 1n his Reſolution, he drank a Glaſs or 
two of Wine, and the Ghoſily Father having given 
him his Bleſſing at the fiairs foot, left him; Joanille 
comes 1nto the Room where the Prince and ſeveral 
Lords were at Dinner, clad like a French-man, and 
was thought a Servant to one of the French Noble- 
men, he endeavoured to come near the Prince, ha- 
ving charged his Piſtol with two Bullets, defigning to 
ſhoot him behind as ke had been inftruted, but was 
ſill hindered ; The Prince having dined, went toward 
his Withdrawing Room, fhewing by the way, to a 
Noble-man the Cruelties of the Spaniards in the Ne- 
therlands, wrought in Tapeſtry, when the Murthrer 
having placed himſelf in a Window of the Hall, diſ- 
charged his Piſtol againſt the hinder part of his head, 
but the Prince turning his face, at the ſame inſtant the 
Buller entred in at the throat, ic beivg ſo near that 
the fire entred with the wound, burning his and 
his Beard, and breakipg ore of his Tecth, the Bullet 


coming 
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coming out at the left Cheek near his Noſe withour 
hurting his Tongue : This terrible blow being given, 
all preſent were amazed, and one of the Halberdters 
in a rage thruſt the Villain thorow, and a Page pre. 


ſeatly after diſpatcht him. The Boy was quickly known - 


to belong to Anaftro, who was impriſoned, together 
with the Monk, the firſt was releaſed, but the Fryer, 
together with the Carcaſs of the Murtherer were both 
hang'd, and after quartered. The Princes wound 
was ſomewhat dangerous, tor the bleeding of the Ju- 
gular Vein could by no art nor means be ftopr, till they 
contrived, that for nine days together ſeveral perſons 
appointed ſhould hold their Thumbs upon the wound 
nighrand day, fo that at length it cloſed, and the dan- 
ger was over, Art firſt the French were thought te 
have committed the FaR, bur the Prince of Orange, 
though weak, writing with his own hands to che Ma - 


giſtrares of Antwerp to let them know it was a Spa- ' 
n'acd,they at Jength were farisfied, The grief of that 


great City was extraordinary upon the Princes being 
wounded, the Magiſtrates commanding Faſts to be 
kept, 40 pray for his Recovery, and their Joy was as 
great when they heard he was out of dargger. The 
Prince of Parma Governour of the Spaniſh Nether- 
lands, concluded him dead, and ſent mild Letters to 
ſeveral Cities to ſurrender to him. 

After this the Duke of Anjou envying the Power of 
the Prince of Orange, which he thought eclipſed his 
own, and not enduring to be a Soveraign only in name 
with ſuch a limited Authority, by the Advice of iome 
of his young Councillors, he reſolved to ſeize upon the 

rincipal Places in the Netherlands, that is, Antwerp, 
lng, Dunkirk and Dendermond, upon pretence 
that the People of Antwerp had incompa't his Pallace 
wich defign to murther him. The two laſt he tcok poſ- 
ſeſſion of, but rhe Citizens of Brupes 21d Antwerp 
defended themſelves with ſo much courage, that the 
French were kill'd 1n ſuch heaps betore the Garcs as 
preyeured 
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prevented thoſe without from <ncring 1n tO their Re- 
lief, The Flemmings had tome ſuſpirions, the Prince 
was concerned in the artemptz which was ſomewhat 
occaſioned by his fourth Marriage with Loviſe de Co- 
ligny a French Lady : Bur he perce1ving ir, and that 
the Staces party grew every day weaker in the Walloon 
Provinces, retired into Holland where he thought 
himſci*more ſecure, and his Life leſs expoſed to ths 
Bigotred Papifts; and ſetled at che City of Dciph, 
where Henry Frederick Grandfather to our preſent 
Gracious Soveraign was bortt. | 

The Duke of Anjous Party being defcated he was 
obliged to reftore thoſe places of which he had 
made himſelf Maſter. And returning t6to France 
dyed ſoon after, ſome ſay of poyſen, orhers of meer 
yexarion for this inglorious enterprize. 

Tie Spaniards thinking they had no greater Knemy 
in the World than the Prince of Orange 3 and thar 
he being gone they ſhould atcain their full purpoſes 
for inſlaving the Netherlands, they uſed all manner of 
baſe and treacherous prafices ro murder and deſtroy 
him, which they too ſucceſcfully efteFed in the man. 
ner following. In May 1524. A Yourg man of 
above twenty ſeven coming ro the Princes Corr:t at. 
Delph, delivered him a Letter as he paſſed along, the 
Prince demanding whence it came, the Youth being 
of a ſeeming innocent countenance replyed, that it 
waz his own Letter, and conrained matter of con- 
cernment for the ſervice -of the Countrey ; Ir was ſub- 
ſcribed Francis Guyon. The Prince went away, and 
the next day the fellow defiring a Councellor of the 
Princes that he might be heard and receive an An- 
ſwer of his Letter, and- that he had ſeyeral other 
things of importance to diſcover both concerning che 
Countrey and Religion. The Prince having notice 


cf it, commanded one of his Council ro examine himz 
© whom he gaye a large account of his pretended 
C ad yen

the Prince ordered him to be lent ro Count Biron 1nto 
France, to try ifhe could wake any advantage of the 
ait-ports, upen which he defired money to buy 
S30cs and Stockings, being m an 11] condition; The 
i-rince ordered him ten or twelve Crowns, Next 
<27 he bought a Piſtol of one of che Guard, but find- 
ing tr d1d not ſhoot true he bought two more which 
WEre according to his mind : After this he watched 
when the Prince went down to the Hall to Dinner, 
and demanded a Pais-port of him, but in ſuch a hol- 
iow 2nd contuſed Voice that the Princeſs askt what he 
was, fr ſhe &1d not ike his countenance ; the Frince 
e-id her his buſineſs: After Dinner the Privce going 
out of the fall, the Villain ſtood behind a Pillar 1n 
che Gallery with his Cloak on one Shoulder, having 
rwo Piſtols under his Jett Arm, hoiding in his right 
hand a paper Ikea Pals-port as 1t to nave the _

the Stomach and Vital parts: The Prince feeling 
himſelf hurt ſaid only thus, O my God take pity of my 
Soul, Tam fore wounded : My God, take pity of my Scat and 
of this por People, Aﬀrer which he began to ſtagger 
bur his Gentleman Uſher ſupported him, and (et him 
upon the Stairs, the Counteſs of Swartſeaburg his 
Siſter asked him if he did pot recomymend his Soul 
to Jeſus Chriſt? he anſwered 77s, and never ſpake a 
word more, dying in a few minutes after : The Mur- 
therer endeavoured to eſcape, but being taken and 
told he was a wicked Traytor, to endeavour to Kill 
the Prince ; I amn0 Traytor, ſaid he, but hate done what 
the King of Spain commanded me, and if I have not flun 
him curſed be my ill Fortune + After this he freely con- 
feſled the whole matrer, and that he had done it by che 
t2{iigation cf the Jeſus, and the 1ncouragement op 
the Prince of Parina who affured kim of there._ 
ward promiſed to the Afſaſlinate by the King of 
SÞAain, 

For this horrid Crime a particalar and tremendous 
ſentence was pronounced apainft him by the Judges 
* Thar Pal:azar Gerrard ( which he conicft was his 
* true name ) ſhould be la'id upen a Scaftold in the 
* þlarket place of Delft, to have his right hand wheres» 
with he committed that execrable deed, torn with 
two burmng hot pincers, and the hike tobe done 1n 
nx ſeveral parrs of his Body, as his Arins, 7 highs 
and ſeveral other Flethly parts z his privy Mem: 
ecis to becut of}, and he to be Quoriered ative.

This 
dreadful Senrence was fully execured, and yer in all 
his rorments he never cryed cut, nor ſeemed to be in 
any pain; Yea ſmiled at an accident that happened 
io the midſt of his Tortures, Having often boaſted 
that he would not fhew the leaſt fign of fear, 

Thus died the renowned William Prince of Orange 
at fifty one Years of Ape. He was of an active Sp1- 
Tit and a ſtrong memory; and his Wiſdom, Conſtan- 
cy, Magnanimity, his Courage, Patience, and La- 
bours were all fo extraordinary, that they are rather 
to be admired than deſcribed. A Perſon in whom 
concurred a ſolid Judgment to undercake fo great and 
difficulc an Enterprize, and an unparallelled Courage 
ro carry it on; and a very great Conſtancy to finith 
the Freedom of his Countrey againft rhe mighty powe 
er of Spain, and the Treacheries of many of his own 
Countreymen.

Souldters, and a Fleet of go Men of War ; Though 
It appeared afterward the Court neyer intended any 
War, but to have uſed theſe Forces to far worſe pur- 
poſes,even tothe advancingArbitrary Government and 
Popery in theſe Kingdoms,of which the Dutch were fo 
ſenſible thar much doubring the fincerity of K. Charles 
hisjNegotiations, they were ar laſt conſtrained to make 
Peace with the French upon difadvantagious Terms to 
pacifie the FaRions and Diſcontents of the People.

eaded the War with greater Glory, nor with greater*® 
ſpight to ſee ſuch a great occaſion wreſted out of his 
hand by the ſudden and unexpeted figning of the 
Peace, which he had aflured himfelt the States General 
would not have conſented to without the Spaniards; 
Yer upon the certaio News of it, he drew back his | 
Army, returned to the Hague, and leir the Scates to 
purſue their ov. n meaſures jg order to finiſh the Treaty 
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During which the King of England ſent over a Per- 
fon of Honour to the States General, ro acquaint them 
how much he was ſurprized at the news of their ſign- 
ing a particular Treaty with France, even without the 
incluſion of Spain, declaring thar if they would refuſe 
to ratifie what their Minifters had figned at Nimegen, 
His Majeſty would immediately declare War againſt 
France, and carry it on with all vigour purſuant to the 
Treaty lately entred into with them. All men were 
much amazed at this ſudden Turn of the Court of 
England, and the Prince complained, *© That nothing 
© was ever more hot and cold, nor any Councils ever 
© more unſteady than thoſe of England, ſince If this 
© Diſpatch had come twenty days before, It might 
© have changed the face of Affairs 1n Chriſtendom, and 
© have obliged the French ro ſuch Terms of Peace as 
© ſhould havelefr the Werld in quiet for many years to 
© come, but would now haye no effeR at all; Which 
happened accordingly, for as laſt it appeared to proe» 
ceed only from the diſcovery of the Popiſh Plor, 
which excreamly alarm'd the People and Parliament 
who were much difturbed at the Treacherous Defigns 
of our Court, in promoting the Popiſh and French 
Intereſt, and thereby forcing the Dutch to comply 
with that King almoſt upon "ys own Terms, and there- 
fore to divert the humour, King Charles pretended to 
be in earneſt for engaging in a War againſt France ; 
which for ſome time hinder'd the Rarification of the 
Treaty, and Engliſh Forces were daily trariJported in- 
to Flanders, as if the War were really to have been 
carried on, which encouraged thoſe that were againft 
the Peace in Holland, and occaſioned the Spaniards to 
uſe their utcoſt endeavours to prevent the con- 
cluding ir. 

Bur the French King beirg unwilling to lofe the great 
Advantages he had obraived by this Treaty, reſolved 
to remove 2i) 4fficulies, and ſatirfie che States 1a their 
Ceniacd::

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demands : Yea he diſpatched Ambafladors to the Hague 
with full Authority to remit all the differences about 
the Treaty with Spain and himſelf ro their Determi- 
nation, which raiſed in the States ſuch a good Opt- 
pion of the fincerity of that Rings proceedings, that 
they quickly adjuſted all matters in conteſt between 
the two Crowns, ſo that the Treaty was ſigned .Sep-. 
tember 20, 1572. The other Confederates as the Em- 
peror the King of Denmark, the Duke of Eranden- 
burg, &c. were very much inraged rhat they were left 
to treat ſingly with their potent Enemy, who demand- 
ed very (evere Conditions from them, fo that the Ratt- 
fication of the Treaty with Spain being hereby delay- 
ed, the French king to quicken 1t, ſent Marſhal de 
Humicres with a gredt Army into Flanders, plundering 
and burning all before them, and purting theſe Coun- 
tries under Contriburion with fo mech fury and inſo- 
lence, that the common people complained heavily of 
the Calamities and Miſeries which they undeferved!y 
ſuffered by the flowneſs of the Spaniſh Conncils ; ſo that 
at length both the Spaniard and Emperor were obliged 
to comply with the offers of France, who elſe threat- 
ned in a few days to make the Terms much higher, 
The other Princes, though they very much reſented 
this ſudden Concluſion of a Peace at ſuch diſadvantage, 
yet knowing their own 1rability, were forced to be con- 
rented to make a ſeparate Peace for themſelves. The 
King of England obſerving that he could nor hinder jr, 
ſent his Plenipotenriarics again to Nimegen to ſign the 
General Treaty ; but in the 1nterval ſome new pres» 
tences arifing berween the Spantards and French, the 
States General were very dilzgent to compoſe thery, 
the TranſaRions being ſeldom managed by chem but in 
the preſence of His Highneſs the Prince of Orange, 
whoſe prudence was ſtil] conſulted in matters of grea- 
reſt difhculty ; he himſelf diſcovering an cxtraordinar y 
Generoſny, that while others preicrr's Points of Ho- 
nOour 
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nour beſore the publick Peace, His Highneſs quitred his 
own Intereſt in poſt-poping his demands for Repara-» 
ton of the devaſtations in his own Eſtares and Terrt- 
ories,ſo as nor to impede the Tranquillicy of his Coun- 
trey, many cf his Lands being ruined and defiroyed 
in the Spaniſh Netherlands and orher adjacent parts; 
Of which and feveral other injuſtices in ſeizing upon 
His large poſſeſſions in other places, though the Pro- 
vinces of Gucelderland, Zealand, and Utrechr, made 
ſoud complaints againſt the French 1n his Highneſs 
behalf, yer could the Prince obrain no fatisiaQion ; 
But the States and their SubjeQs being quite tired out 
out with the War, the General Peace was ſigned 1n 
_ 1578. - And the Engliſh Mediators were called 
ome by that King, who was fully imployed at home 
4hout the matter. of the Popiſh Plot, which both 
Houſes of Parliament and the generality of the Nation 
telieved to be real, though the King and (ome of the 
Court credited no more of it than what themſelves 
were concerned in, and the Prince of Orange at that 
time told a publick Miniſter, That Fe had reaſon to be © 
onfdent that the King was a Roman Catbolick though he 
luſt not profeſs it, 

Thus Europe for the preſent was leſt ina General 
Peace, though rhe French King ſoon atrer made ſuch 
ſhameful pretences to the Deperdancies upon his late 
Corquefis both inFlanders and Germany, that he gained 
more atcer the Peace, than by his Arms in the War, 
bo Prince nor State being either willing or able to op- 
poſe him therein; Theſe diſputes began in 1685s 
ad continued ſome years, ar which time that King 
lkewiſe began to raile a violept Perſecution againſt his 
on Proteſtant SubjeRs, proceeding from the Perfidi- 
wſnels and ingratitude peculiar to Lewis the XIV. 
For it 15 well known that for the ſignal Services which - 
they performed to Henry IV. Kis Grand- Father in 
ring the Rights of the Crown againſt the Papiſts 

| who 
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who were then in rebellion againſt him, that great 
Prince in acknowledgmeut thereof confirmed to them 
an Edi& for the free exerciſe of their Religion; which 
was called the Edi of Nants, whereby they were to 
enjoy all Liberties and Priviledges, both in Religious 
and Civil matters, and to be as capable of all Offices 
and Imployments as his other Subje&ts. This he de» 
clared ſhould be 1nviolable , and it was accordingly 
confirmed both by his Son Lewis X[IT. and likewiſe 
bythe prefent King upon a yery remarkable occafion ; 
For he being very Young when he aſcended the 
Throne, the Prince of Conde ſoon after raiſed a Cj- 
vil War in the Kingdom againſt him, bur the Prote. 
ſtants by their unſhaken Loyalty to him, defeated the 
defigns of his enemies, and ſ-tled that Crown upon 
His Head which he wears this day, of which e- 
minent Service he ſeemed to be fo ſenfible that in 
1652, he made a publick. Declaration of it at St, 
Germans, and every one endeavoured to exceed 
in proclaiming the merits of the Proteſtants, the 
Queen Mother her ſelf acknowledging rhat they had 
* praſerved the State 3 Bur ſince by the Maxims of the 
- Roman Religion, No Faith 1s to be kept with Here- 


ticks; the Jeſuits and Miniſters of State endeavoured 


to inftil into the Kings mind this Treacherous Notion, 
Thar fince the Proteſtants were ſo potent to adyance 
the King, they might likewiſe upon- another occafi- 
on remove him again, from this infernal reaſoning, 
without their having given the leaſt umbrage or ſuſpt- 
rion of diſloyalry, 1t was reſolved they muſt be ſup- 
preſt and ruined, 

Therefore ſo ſoon as the Kingdom was ſetled in 
Peace the Proteftant Towns of Rochel, Montau- 
ban, &c. Which had ſhewed the greareft Zeal for 
the Kings ſervice, were plandred by the Souldiers and 
otherwiſe impoveriſht; Then their Churches and 


Exerciſes of Religion were prohibited :them, under | 
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fale pretences that they exceeded the Grants 
allowed them; Yea in matters of Law, Religion 
w2s urg'd by the Advocates at the inſtigation of the 
Prieſts, ſo that they cryed out, © I plead againſt a He- 
' retick, an enemy to the Smte and to the Rings Reſt- 
'sion, whom he would have to be deftroyed. So 
the the Judge durft nor do them juſtice ifor fear of 
hg counted a Favourer of Hereticks, and upon come- 
plaint they were told, *You have your remedy in 
iyour own hands, why do not you turn Catholicks, 
This was ſucceedgd by Procefles throughout the King- 
dom, to inquire what the Proteſtants had ſaid or 
done for twenty years paſt about Religion or other 
matters, and there being no want of perjured Villains 
to ſwear what was abſolutely falſe, the Judges, though 
nſible of it, incouraging rhem therein, the Priſons 
were ſoon filled, and many innocent ard virtuous 
Perſons were whipt and ſentto the Gallics for, Slaves. 
Next they were deprived of all publick Offices and 
imployments, contrary to an expreſs Article in the 

1& of Nants, yea were forbid to exerciſe ſeyeral 
Arts and Trades for maintaining their Families, 

This was in 1669. and in 1680, all Lords and 
Gentlemen were commanded to diſcharge their Pro- 
teſtant Officers and Servants, Nay they would nor 
ſuffer "Proteſtant Midwives to do their Office, bur 
expreſly ordained, That no Woman ſhould receive 
any aſſiftance in that condition but from Popiſh Mid. 
wives ; And to conſummate their miſeries, they were 
forbid under ſevere penalties to go out of France to 
get their bread in other Countreys, whereby they 
were under the horrible neceſſity of periſhing for 
hunger in their own; They laid ſevere Taxes upon 

raiſing the ſum from fourty or fifty Livers ro Þ| 
leren pr eight hundred, and Quartered Dragoons 
won them till tt was paid 3 Then an Edi& was pub- 
hed that Children of ſeyen years 01d ſhould _— 
their 
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their Religion, forcing their Parents to give them al. 
lowances by ond their ab!lities, taking them away, 
and ſaffewwg them to ſee them no more; even Perſons 
of the beſt Quality were thus uſed ; Proteſtant 
Schoolmaſters were prohibited, and three Unzverfi- 
ries ſuppreſt, though abſolurely granred by the Edi& 
of Nants; Papiſis were forbid to niarry Proteftants 
cr Miniſters to hinder People direftly or 1ndireRly 
from turning Papiſts. Theſe and a multitude of 
other crucl and barbarovs oppreſſions they greaned 
under, when the EleRor of Brandenburg being pleaſed 
to interceed on their behalf the King aflured him, 
© He was very well ſatisfied with the behaviour of his 
© Proteſtant Subjets and that (ſo lang as he lived no 
wrong ſhould be dore them; And yer at the ſame 
inflant. with 'his uſual ſincerity, he gave order for 
demoliſhing ſeveral of tlieir Churches, and ſhutring 
up others, impriſoning their Mimifters, and uſing 
divers manifeſt injuſtices againit thoſe he pretended 
co protec, | 

Ar this -time ſome of the Perſecuted People (ent 
their Children to Orange as being a Soveraign Privci-* 
pality ro finiſh rhe courſe of their Stuo1es in ſecurity, 
Bur this ſo diſpleaſed the King that He ſent a Body of 
two thouſand men under his Lieurenant General 1n 
Languedock, who paiitively commanded the Prince cf 
Oranges Magiſtrates to ſend away- all the Children 
Eome again, and not to receive any more for the fus 
cure 1mo their Univerſity or Schools, which rough 
it appeared very unreaſonable, yer the magiitrates t0 


prevent further miſchief complyed therewith, and 


thought they had thereby given full fatisfaRtion to his 
demands, but vere flrangely ſurprized ro hear that

mitted many diforders,conftraining as well the Inhabai- 
ants as the other Subjedts of His Highneſs in the Vil- 
Lges round about to affiſt ar tHe ruinc of theirown | 
Walls and Towers, which were blow up; At which 
the People laboured the more earneſtly to be the 
oner rid of thoſe Arbitrary Gueſts, who were ſaid 
w have already vitiated ſeveral Virgins. The Prince 
having news hereof, - repreſented their Caſe to the 
Fates General, as aſbreach of the laſt Peacs, deſiring 
hem-ro fipnifie ther juſt reſentment of cheſe unrea- 
onable 'proccedings of the French King, and to de- 
n2hd reparations: for {ſuch horrid violations inſtantly 
upon concluding a General Peace, and withour the 

laſt provocation plivyen. 

The States accordingly by their Ambaſſador repre- 
ſented -1c as an Infra&ion of the Peace of Nimegen, 
and required farisfaRtion for the damages which the 
Prince and his 'SubjeRs had 'fo Illegally and contrary 
o the Faith ef Treaties and Leagues ſuſtainzd. But 
could have only this anſwer from the French Court, 
That as to the money extorted from the Inhabitants it 
ks done without the Kings Order, and he-had com- 
nanded reftityrion to be made ; Thar upon the ſub- 
niſſion of the People to his will and pleaſure he had 
iuhdrawn his Forces out of the Principality and re- 
ſlored free commerce to the Inhabitants according to 
their defires; And for the reſt he had reaſon for- 
hat he had done. 

After the Peace was concluded his Highneſs applyed 
umſelf to reform the Government of Utrecht, and 
her Towns, and likewiſe ro concert matters with 
tie States General for the future ſecurity of his Coun- 
ney againſt the Treacheries and falſe pretentions of 
france; The Prince being uſually preſent in the Prin- 
pal Debates of the Aſſembly both as to Peace and 
War, who always appeared no 1c6 prudent and vigi- 
lant 
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lant to prevent diſorders at home than to repel For. 
r&gn Hoſtility: In July 1681. His Highneſs came 
over into England, and arriving at Whitehall Dined 
at Sir Stephen Foxes, and then went to Windſor 
where the Court then was, and having continued 
here about Ten Days returned back to Holland, 

in the Interval of Aﬀairs his Highneſs retired to 
Dieren orSoeſtdyke to divert himſelf,and at other times 
made progreſſes to take a review of the Frontier 
Towns belonging to the State, who in 1682. had ore 
dered the Towns of Breda, Graye, and Naerden to 
be ſtrongly fortified, and it was propoſed in the Af 
ſembly of the States to raiſe 16000 men, and in- 
corporate them with the Old Regiments and to add 
a New Squadron of twenty four Men of War, both 
ro prevent any ſudden Inſults of the French upon their 
Territories, and to aſlift the Spaniardsif they ſhould 
commit any AQts of Hoſtiliry which was much to be 
ſuſpected, conſidering the ſhameful pretenſions that 
_ ſer up of Dependancies in the Spaniſh Nether- 
lands. 

In 1682. the Marqueſs of Grana was made Goyer- 
nour of Flanders of which he gave notice to the States 
General and the Prince, and ſoon after His Highneſs 
had an Interview with the Marqueſs between Breda 
and Antwerp, where they entred into Confer- 
ences about their furure managements of Afairsz 
His Highneſs Iikwiſe vifiring the Fortified Places in 
Flanders belonging to the States, being accompanied 
wicth.the Princeſs, who was received with all kind of 
Reſpe& and Splendor by the Ciries of Bruſſels, Ant- 
werp, &c. Abour this time the Count de Ayaux the 
French Ambaſſador arriving at rhe Hague put in 2 
Memorial to the Aſſembly of the manner how he ex- 
pected to receive Audience ; But the States replyed, 
Thar the things which he deſired were wholly new 
a0g ncyer practiſed before, and therefore they canin 
a 28 
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w wiſe comply with them z Whereupon his Audt- 
exce was put off till heſwas willing to receive 1t upon the 
former Terms. In November this year the Envoy of 
Moſcoyy came to wait upon the Prince then at Soeft- 
tzke to give an account that the great Czar was dead, 
and that the rwo Princes now-eetgaing were adyanced 
pthe Throne, 

In the end of 1683. The K. of Spain being no long- 
er able to ſuffer the continual Invafions of the French 
won his Cities and Towns in Flanders, and his cruel 
Treatment of his SubjeQs for not paying unjuſt and 
wreaſonable Contributions, He proclaimed War againſt 
tim both by Sea and Land, and ordered all the KfieQs 
«che French Merchants in his Dominions to be ſeized; 
And-ſent to the Stares General to aſſiſt him in this juſt 
&ftenfive War, who thereupon concluded to raiſe a 
nnfiderable Force, both for his aid and their own ſe- 
arity, and accordirgly his Highneſs gave our ſeveral 
ifions, and ſent 8000 men toward Flanders. 
In the mean time theFrench King according to his uſual 
nethod, having ordered great Detachments to be ſent 
rom all the Conquered Places toward Yalenciennes, 
8 April 1684. he himſelf accompanied with the Dau» 
ſun and Dauphineſs came from Paris thither. The 
, was yery defirous to have perfe&ed the new Levies

And as the French King continued thus Tyrannically 
to injure his Neighbours ſo heTreacherouſly proceeded 
ro exerciſe horrid crue!lties upon his own Proteſtant 
Subje&s, for though he had reſolved upon tFelr de- 
fira&ion, yer at the ſame time he declared, That he 
had noc the leaſt intention to infringe theEd1& of Nants, 
and accordingly in 2684. he abſolutely concluded to

Wild-Houſe , where ſomes common Thieves mixing 
wmthhe more harmleis Boys, they got great ſtore of 
Plunder in Plate, Money, and Rich Goods; They 
likewiſe committed Violences at the Lodgings of rhe 
Refident of the Duke of Florence, and much Defaced 
te Dwelling-Houſes of ſeveral Eminent Papifts, who 
iere fled for fear of being Secured, and though the 
Magiſtrates Labourcd to quict theſe Tumaults and Dil» 
ers: Yct they iound their Auchoricy roo weak, nll 
me Mobile had in !ome meſure vented: their Rage , 
Ne being grown fo Numerous, that nelther the

If of the City; of like Effe& with the Declarati- 
en, four Aldermen being appointed ro Wait upon the 
Prince therewith, and thcLieutenancy ofLondon meer- 
ng thatrDay alſo, Drew up anAddreſfs to hisHighneſs, on 
the behalf of themielves and the reſt of the Militia, 
othe like purpoſe , which were accordingly Preſen- 
ed tothe Prince, and very favourably Received, Im- 
ploring his Highneſs ProteRtian, and beſceching him 
Repair tothe City ; where he would be receiyed 
with Univerſal SatisfaRion, 

The next day the Tumults being ſomewhat allayed, 
arch was made indivers places, for ſuch as were fled 
rom Juſtice 3 and among others, ro the great Rejot= 
ang of the People, the Lord Chancellor Jcffery's, 
"as taken 1n an obſcure Houſe at Wapping, Diſguiſed

he was incapable of examining the Matter : So that 
the Chancellor was carryed to the Tower by his own 
Cenſent , to pre'erve himfelt from the Fury of the 
Rabbtke, 

Dec. 14. Eis Highneſs by eaſy Marches came tc 
Windfor, where he was recerved with all kind of Re{- 
pe and Submiſflion by the Mayor and Aldermen in 
their Formalities, and Congraculated in an Elegant 
Speech, the Prince of Denmarks Lodgings being 
provided for his Reception ; whilſt - his Highneſs was 
preparing for London, he had notice that the King 
dcſigning to paſs the Seas tn Diſguiſe, having betaken 
himſelf ( accompanyed only by two or three Perſons ) 
in a {mall Veſſel to Sea, was forced by foul Weather, 
upon the Coaſt of Kent, near Feverſham, and as ſoon 
as he came to that Town, was ſeized upon by the Mul. 
ritude, there being a Report at thar time, that feve- 
cal Perſons were making their Eſcapes ont of the Land, 
and being 1gnorant who he was , they carryed him to 
a Houſe in the Town, rifling him of ſome Jewels, a 
conſiderable quantity of Gold, and his Crucifix which 
he very much valued ; but at laft, the King being 
knows by a Gentleman who came to ſee the Priſoners 
they had taken, and fell on his Knees to pay him Duty. 
t:c Common People were firangely Surprized, a great 
number inftagtly retiring, and others begged his Par- 
don,cffering ro reſtore what they had taken from him ;

continued in rhis Dangerous poſture , till the News of 
the intended Enterprize of the Prince of Orange Ar- 
rived there, 'upon which Tyrconnel was very aQtve to 
ſecure the Roman Catholick Intereſt in Ireland, Im- 
priſoning and Difarming the Proteſtants , and ſending 
over 3o2o of the Choiceft Iriſh Souldiers to Afliit 
King James. But upon notice of h1s Flight into France, 
he called his Popiſh Council together, and told them, 
That now was the time for their ſtanding up for theic 
Country, to ſecure it againſt all their Enemies ; and as 
for his part, if his Matter himſelf, ſhou!d command 
him to deliver up the Sword, he ſhould think it his 
Duty to refuſe 1t in this JunQure ; and thereupon 
fpreading the News all over the Country, he cauſed 
the Iriſh every where to Arm themſelves with ſuch 
Wcapons as they could get; This Tumultaous Rab- 
ble Herding together, plundred the Proteſiants Hou- 
ſes, drove away their Cattle, fired their Stacks of 
Carn and Hay, Murthered fome, and Barbaroully 
uſed others; inſamuch, that the Proteſtants being 
exrreamly aftrighred, many of them fled for their 
Lives, leaving their Etates behind them, and thougi 
feveral of the Proteſtant Nobility and Gentry made 
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ahle to Reſiſt the Fury of rheir Namerous Adveria- 
ries; However they Defeated fevera] Parties of Iriſh, 
and Fortified London=Derry, Slego, the Ile cf In- 
riſkilling, and other places which they thought Te- 
rable ; For now Tyreonnel gaye Order for ſtopping 
the Ports, to prevent any more from goivg away,and 
made many large and plaufible Propoſals, co induce 
them to join with him , though they had very little 
efſet upon them. 

The Convention at Weſtminſter, were ſtill vpon 
ſertous Devares about the preſent Condition of the 
kingdoin, and tn the mean time it was thought neceſ- 
ſary, to have the Preſence of Her Roval Highneſs the 
Princeſs of Orange in England ; Whereapon a Squa- 
dron of Engliſh ard Dutch Men of War, were Or- 
dered to wait upon her , till her Equipage could be 
got ready, and the Wind ſerved to bring over - her 
Highneſs ; And after the 'Lords and Commons had 
duly weighed the Circumſtances of the Kings Depar- 
_ they at length came td the following Reſe- 

tion. 

* Reſolved that King James IT, Having endeavoured 
lo Subyert the Corftitution of this Kingdom , by 
breaking the Original Contra berween King and 
'Peoplez and by the Advice cf Jeſuits, and other

French fell into the Rear of the Dutch, who having Fought from 
Morning till Night, and defended themſclves fo lotig npainſt a 
prodigious number of the Enemy thar affailed then: 0: every ſide, 
they were ſo much battered that hardly th:ce were car2ble of ma. 
king any defence, which conſtrain d them to make their wa 
throughthe French Fleet to the Coaſt of England ; The Hollander 
Joſt rwo Admirals and a Captain, and ſome of their Ships thar 
could not be got off were burnt, the Engliſh loft two Sca and two 
Marme Captains; Admiral Everton declared, that all the Dutch 
Officers, and Seamen had done their Daties, and had ours inga- 
ged Heartily, no doubt the French had gone home in a worſe 
Condition than the Spaniards did in 1588. Afccr the Fight the 
French Eleet failed Weſtward, and ſent their Boats Aftore at Ting- 
mourh a ſmall Village of Fiſher Mens Cotrs, which they fer on Fire, 
with two or three ſmall Veſſels in the Harbour, and ftealinz a-tew 
Sheep, after having lain ſome time on our Coaſt to lite purpoie, 

they returned to Breſt, 

At thetime the French lay cff the Coafts of Kent, 6ne Godfrey 
Croſs an Innkeeper in that County was ſeen to go aboard one of 
their Boats, which carried him to the Fleet, whereupon ar his re- 
turn, he was ſeiz.d and Trealonable Letters being found about 
him, he was committed Priſoner, and ſoon after tryed £x High 
Tresfon at the Kings Bench Bar Weſtminſter, and bcing Convid 
was Hanged and (uartered for the fame ; and care was taken by 
Her Majefty, in whom the Regency reiided, during the Kings ab- 
ſence, to purthe Militia of the Counties into ſuck a poſture as to 
defeat any evil deſigns of the Enemies to the Government ; and 
the Militia of London, confifting im about ten thouſand men wade 
a gallant appearance before her Majefly at. Hyde Park, and decia- 
red their Chearful Refolution to deferd their Majcſtics ar.d rhe 
Government againſt al! irs Opponents, and the whole Militia of 
England computed to b> ahout one hundred and fifty rhoufand 
Horlc and Foot ſt2wed be fame forwardneft, Upon Complaint 
againſt the Earl of Torriv>50n for the Miſcarriage of the Fleet, he 
was committ: d by the Cruncil to the Tower; after the French 
had quitted onr C:.\t. nd were gone into Harbour, the Mi- 
litia were d/charged, ard all diligence w.s uſed to repair and 
equip the Fleet to Sea. 

Abo.:: rhis time, we hd News of the great S :iccefs of rhe Eng- 
liſh 22ai:ft the Frevch inthe Weſt Indies, having beaten rh2m our 
of $:. Chiiſtophers, 21d many other conſiderable places, and ra- 
ken peat Roc Hier of Cartel, Corn, ar:d other Stores and Provitt- 
ons, ad thar we had reduced the Fort in rhe TNand ofStarie, and 
two of our Privateers falling in with twelve French Merchant! 
men bound for Sc, Maloes under the Convoy ef a Frigate ot 12. 
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Guns, took four of them, forcing the reſt althoar about Cher- 
bourg, where they were all ſkipwrackrt cxcepr the, Frigat, and 
moſt of the men drowned: 

The Rebels in Scotland, promiſing themſelves great advanta- 
pes from the French being on our Coaſts, and being deceived by 
falſe reports, 1500of them got together in tae County of Murray 
under Bucan and Cannon threatning the People to burn and de- 
ſiroy their Houſes aud Goods, if they did notjoin with thers, but 
Sir Thomas Levingſtone advancing by ſpeedy Marches, came up= 
on them ſo ſurpritingly that they made little Reſiſtance, bur fled 
with all imaginable Confafion, and being purſued, 400 of them 
were kill'd, and the ret totally roured and taken Priſoners with 
a preat quantity of Carer and other Proviliens, and a great num= 
ber of Otficers were brought to Edenburg and committed to the 
Tolb5oth ; ſoon after the remaining Rebels who eſcaped, deigns 
&d to have ſurprized the Gatrifon of Inverneſs, but were happily 
prevented and defeated by the Earl of Drumlanerig, and Major 
General Mackay. 

In Ireland, the King having ſecured Dublin in ſafe Hands, cau- 
ſed his Army to bevns, toxyard Limerick, where Tyrconnel and 
Lauzun had drawn together the late Kings broken Forces, and ha- 
ving made th-ir approaches againſt all Oppoſition, His Majeſty 
ordered the Trenches ro be opened, and planted ſeveral Batteries 
of Cannon, which made grent breaches in the Walls, and a ge- 
neral Aſſault was expe Ted, Hur Aug. 28. at Night the Rains iel 
fo exccfhvely, that the Rivers overflowed, and the Garriſon bee 
ing excream ſtrong the King to ſpare his Men, and to avoid the 
many Inconveniznces of rhe approachiug Scafon, was: pleated to 
Ocder the raiſfi:zg the Seige, and refer the reducing the City, till 
3 more fayourab'e opportunity ; afier which His Majefty. returned 
for England, and was received with all imaginable Expreflions of 
Jy throughout the Kingdom. 

About Si rime a Fleet was prepared by His Majeſties Ocder, 
confiſting in thirty rwo Englich, and twenty eight Dutch men of 
War, aboard of whom were imbarked eight Regiments of Foot, 
beides the Marine Regiments, commanded by the Earl of Marl- 
borough as General, and Mr. Trelawny as Major General, who 
pt. 2L, arrived at Cork in Ireland, which was nbliged to ſur- 
render upon Articles, and ſoon atter Kingſale ran the fame Fate ; 
21 horrible defign of the Iriſh, was now diſcover2d to have ſer 
the Ciry of Dublin on Fire, bur it was happily diſcovered and pre- 
vented.
